COMMITTFE ON COLORED

POPULATION.,
The Committee, on whom devolyed the daty

of reporting in ‘reference to the colored people,
beg leave to pt-cannls the following :

We regret that we are compelled to state,
from facts that-have come under our own ob-
'servations and rc ported by others, that there is
in the bounds of our District Conference a wide
spread and "ru‘(m" disaffection evidenced by
this class of our pofiulation towards the Metho-
dist Episcopal Church South. With the ex-
ception of an oceasional locality, they have
generally severed their conncetion with our
Church, and formed themselyes into: Associa-
tions, whose prevailing sentiment seems to be
Radicalism, instead of the religion of Christ.
This change in their Church relations, and
substitution of polities for religion, we deeply
deplore, and would arrest’ if possible. But
your committee confess to a feeling of great
discouragement in this work., We would not,
however, recommend a suspension of effort.
We would say to the officials of our Church
and espeeially to the Ministers, local and itine-
rant, that we should ‘al.l“. estem it our met.ra-
tive duty, to do whaf is iu ohf* power, to en-
hbhtu; and save the colored people, whenever
and!wherever practicaple. There are a few
who are still disposed to avail themsclves of
our instruction, and by persevering efforts on
their behalf, their numbers may he gradually
augmented.  To yield to despair, because of
formiduble obstacles in the way of the discharge
of duty, is not characteristic of the times, phil-
anthropioc or christian, :

We therefore recommend for adoption by
this Bady the following resolutions ;

1st. That as a Church ‘we ‘are as much as

ever interested in the moral” well-being of the
colored population in our wmidst,

2d. That we will not relax our eflorts, in
the uso of proper means to enlighten their
minds, and saye their souls from denth,

All of which is respectfully submitted.
